The last lecture of the Hyde Lecture |

livered Jast Friday by Rev. James L. 

Barton of Boston on the topic of Present | 
4] ry Vital Questions in Relation to ‘Turkey. | 
Dr. Barton said in part, “ Under treaty 
rights, American citizens and American 
property are entitled to every privilege 
Hea, : _.. granted to any other nation. In spite, 
' ‘however, of thesé rights; American-inter- 

ests are directly discriminated against 

not only by local officials, but also. by 
the central government. Rights and 
privileges are freely conceded to citizens 
of Russia, France, Germany, and other 
countries, which are withheld from 

American citizens. This is a question 

demanding the immediate attention of 

our own government for the preservation 
} ; of its dignity and the protection of its 
(ean subjects in the Turkish Empire. 

hi In speaking of the present political 
; questions Dr.’ Barton said, ‘“ The first, 
ie and in some respects the most evident 
difficulty confronting the ‘Turkish gov- 
ernment especially manifest to those 
who reside in the Empire, is the intel- 
: ‘ Jectual, civil and moral upheaval caused

Turkey has tightened its hold upon 

Armenia. At the same time, | the 
Armenians seeing the great freedom en- 
joyed by the Bulgarians, have cherished 

dreams of the time when they too might 

be free. While all Armenians have at 

times indulged in sucli visions, but few 

have ever seriously considered the pro- 

positiona practicable one. There are how- 

ever, a considerable number of Armen- 

jans who have been driven to distraction 

by the injustice and cruelty of the 

Turkish government. ‘Tliese-are aware 

that they are powerless to reform Tur- 

key. They resort to acts of desperation 

with the hope that Europe will bécome | 
aroused as it did in the case of Bulgaria 
and interfere in the interests of the | 
oppressed. They have stirred the ‘lurks 

to acts of extreme cruelty but have 

egregiously failed to accomplish their 

purpose ‘These internal affairs which 

stir and face the people almost beyond 

endurance, are allowed to continue un- 
checked by European interference be- 

cause the United States or Europe cannot 

agree to act together, neither can they 

trust any one to act for.the rest. The 

influence which was supreme when the 

treaty of Berlin was signed has been 

superceded by. Russia and she in turn 

has recently taken second place to Ger- 

many. The Sultan, Hamid 2nd, more 

astute than they all, is able to set 

rivalry, jealousy, and suspicion against 

suspicion, jealousy and rivalry, and 

while they quarrel among themselvés, he 

works his will. 

“The present troubles in Russia and 
the defeat of that country by the Japan- 
ese, will undoubtedly weaken her in- 
fluence over the Sultan. The Emperor 
of Germany while maintaining friendly 
relations with the Sultan,.does not 
appear to attempt to restrain him iu his 
acts of violation against his own subjects. 
It is believed that Emperor William 
might accomplish much in bringing 
about reform measures in Turkey 1f he 
would. There is no doubt that if Tur- 
key would afford her subjects of all 
classes a safe and just government, it 
might soon be one of the most prosper- 
ous and thrifty countries in Asia, which 
would compare favorably with govern- 
ments in Europe. 

“We may be sure of one thing and 
that is, that the methods of government 
which were successful in the Ottoman 
Empire six centuries ago, cannot be in- 
definitely continued. Modern thought 
and ideas will not submit to the limita. 
tions and guidance forever, to the op- 
pressive measures of the middle ages. 
Dawn is breaking and it is useless for 
the night to rail at its coming. Intelli- 
gence will win in the end and justice 
and righteousness must triumph. ‘The 
forces of reform are in operation, in the 
hearts and in the minds and in the pur- 
poses of men of all seetions and of all 
races in the Turkish Empire. Times 
may be worse there before they are 
better, but present conditions cannot in- 
definitely continye and even greater 
4 are ineyitable and at nou distant 
ay,

CARE OF HOUSE PLANTS. 


‘ Fresh. air is: very essential. to suc- “| 
In.close rooms 


cessful plant culture, 
‘the vitality of the air is soon exhaust- 
ed. and there must be a new and reg- 
ular supply to make and keep it what 
it ought to be. | 

It is an excellent plan to open a doo: 
or window at some distance from the 
plants, and let the air from out of 
doors come in and mix with that of 
the room, Says the Pittsburg Press, In 
this manner, itr chill will be taken off 
before it reaches the plants, without 
being robbed of its purity to any great 
extent. If allowed to blow directly on 
your plants they would be injured by 
it, as outdoor air, in winter has a fros- 
tiness in it that would be sure to injure 
almost any plant with which it comes 
in contact. Be sure to tember this 
frostiness before it reaches the window 
Where your plants are. 

By giving fresh air, as advised, sev- 
eral times a day, you will be surprised 
to see what a beneficial eftect it: has 
on your plants if you have been in the 
habit of keeping them in a room that 
has been getting but little fresh air. 
They will take on fresh strength and 
vigor and much of the danger of 
blighting buds will be done away with. 
But be sure never to open the window 
at which thev stand in cold weather, 
so that the cold air can blow directly 
upon them. Bear this in mind, and it 
may save you a good deal of trouble. 


THE SUCCESSOR OF QUEEN WIL- 
HELMINA, 


In three existing governments reign- 
ing and governing are differently ad- 
ministered. to wit: England, the 
United States and France.

Aldrich Starts Rate Fight. 

The first important skirmish on the 
line of the coming legislative battle 
over the administration’s plan of fed- 
eral control of railroad rates occurred 
in the senate when a speech by Clay, 
the Georgia Democrat, in favor of the 
rate legislation was interrupted by Ald- 
rich, the Rhode Island veteran Repub- 
lican wheel horse of many. tariff bat 
tles, who: 1s be- 
lieved to repre- 
sent the power- 
ful Standard Oil 
and railroad in- 
terests. Clay 
had referred to 
the Hearst vote 
as showing the 
growth of mu- 
nicipal owner- 
ship sentiment, 
which he _ per- 
, sonally deplor- 
ed, as a reason 
for rate control. 

iil Thereupon Ald- 
Senator Aldrich. rich remarked 
that Hearst was in fact the originator 
of the idea of conferring the rate pow- 
er on the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in a bill which he introduced at a 
former session of congress, and he 
taunted the Democrats with the state- 
ment that it was. generally believed 
that their next- candidate would be 
either Hearst or Bryan. Bailey (Dem., 
Tex.) then got into the fray by saying 
that the Democrats were willing and 
eager to vote for the recommendation 
of a Republican president, which was 
taken bodily from their national plat- 
form, and he invited Aldrich to de- 
clare himself either for or against the 
Roosevelt policy and the third term 
boom. The Rhode Island senator, 
avoiding the direct question, proceeded 
to denounce the whole theory of rate

fixing, deploring the idea of destroying | 


competition among the railroads as 
likely to result in the demoralization of 
business interests, This was accepted 
as an opem declaration of war against 
the administration. . 

Race Issue In Rate Question. 

During the consideration of the Dol- 
liver rate bill in the senate commerce 
committee the question of the social 
sequality of negroes and whites was in- 
jected: into the controversy. by the in- 
quiry of southern senators as to wheth- 
‘er the bill: would * prevent distrimina- 
tion in passenger as well as in freight 
traffic. Tillman remarked that unless 
some provision was made for separate 
coaches for negroes on through trains 
the southern senators would never con- 
sent to rate legislation. 

Isle of Pines For Cuba. 

The treaty with Cuba ceding to that 
republic sovereignty over the Isle of 
Pines, which has been pending for over 
two years, was favorably reported to 
the senate. This is the senate’s answer 
to the recent efforts of the residents to 
set up a state of their own and to ask 
for: American protection. 

House Passes Statehood Bill. 

The Republican organization of the 
house, under the leadership of Speaker 
Cannon, crushed the _ insurrection 
against the rules committee in connec- 
tion with the joint statehood bill when 
the rule providing for limited debate 
was adopted by 187 to 157. Only forty- 
three Republicans stood out against the 
rule, which was backed by all the pow- 
er of the administration. The Demo- 
erats all voted in opposition, and the 
bill went through on schedule, Jan. 25, 
without a hitch. It creates from the 
territories of Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory a state to be known as Okla- 
homa, and from the territories of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico a state to be 
known as Arizona. The vote on final 
passage was 194 to 150. Only thirty- 
four Republicans voted against the bill. 


House Rate Bill Introduced. 

With the unanimous approval of the 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce a Dill representing the ad- 
ministration’s rate policy was intro- 
duced in the house, thus giving assur- 
ance of its almost unanimous passage. 
fhe bill agreed’upon gives the inter- 
state commerce commission authority 
to determine and establish reasonable 
rates, such rates to-come into immedi- 
ate effect and to remain in force unless 
set aside by a court. Although it is 
known as the Hepburn Dill, the meas- 
ure is a compromise between the Hep- 
burn, Townsend and _ several other 
méasures....The rate fixing clause is 
identical. with that employed in the 
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Democratic national platform commit- 
tee, thus insuring the support of the 
minority. The clause is as follows: 

“To determine and prescribe what in 
its judgment will be a just, reasonable 
and fairly remunerative rate or rates, 
charge or charges, to be observed in 
such cases as the maximum rate to be 
charged.” 

Spooner Defends the President. 

The Santo Domingo question was be- 
fore the senate again Jan. 23, Spooner 
(Rep., Wis.) making reply to the attack 
of Tillman and other Democratic sen- 
ators. Spooner contended that the 
president had not violated the spirit of 
the constitution which requires that 
treaties: shall--be ratified by the senate 
before being put into effect. Culberson 
(Dem., Tex.) declared that the president 
had placed in operation the subject of 
the treaty. Lodge (Rep., Mass.) took 
up the cudgels for the administration. 
He said that the president had “passed 
finally and irrevocably from the region 
of. candidate for any executive office or 
for the office of president.” 


Persia Shakes Off. Absolutism. 

The waves of revotution and reform 
which recently have stirred Russia to 
the depths evidently have reached the 
realm of Persia, where a thousand of 
the leading merchants and mullahs 
have voiced the popular demand for a 
limitation of the shah’s power. To 
avoid bloodshed he has agreed to con- 
voke a representative assembly to be 
elected by mullahs, merchants and 
landowners and over which he will pre- 
side. The assembly is to be known as 
the house of justice and is to possess 
administrative and legislative powers. 
Equality under the law for all sub- 
jects is to be proclaimed and all favor- 
itism is to be abolished. The unpopw 
lar governor of Teheran has resigned. 


Ecuador Rebellion Succeeds. 

General Eloy Alfaro, a former presi- 
dent of Ecuador and leader of the re- 
cent revolution in that country, hag, 
been proclaimed president by the peo- 
ple. At the head of his army he had 
occupled Quito, the capital. 

Chinese Commission Comes. 

About sixty eminent Chinamen, com- 
prising the industrial commission sent 
by their government to investigate busi- 
ness conditions in this country, have 
been received by the president. 
Servia’s Quarrel With Austria. 

Because Servia refused to meet Aus- 
tria’s demands regarding a tariff union 
Austria began excluding Servian ex- 
ports. Now the Servians have decided 
to boycott Austrian goods. King Peter 
has lost control of the situation, and 
the clamor for a Servian republic in- 
creases. 


The reports of the British parliamen- 
tary elections are so far complete as to 
insure the Liberal forces, including the 
Laborites and Nationalists, with a rec- 
ord breaking majority of over 300. The 
Liberal forces will have a small work- 
ing majority of their own. The new 
parliament will be convened Feb. 13. 
The Laborites number at least forty: 
four. 


EXECUTIVE 


Reforms In Public Printing. 

The reforms proposed by the Keep 
commission for the conduct of the gov- 
ernment printing office have been ap- 
proved in the main by presidential or- 
ders. Each department is to appoint 
a committee on printing to see that un- 
necessary matter is excluded from all 
reports: Hereafter all annual reports 
shall be confined to concise accounts 
of work done and recommendations for 
the. future... They -shall--not include 
scientific treatises and only- illustra- 
tions, maps and diagrams referring to 
or explaining the work done may be 
admitted. Curtdilment is ordered as 
to tables, law texts and details of meth- 
ods, purchases, bids, etc. A cost keep- 
ing system is to be installed and an 
efficiency record kept. The commis- 
sion finds that the printing bill is $6,- 
000,000 a year and that the unit cost 
of work is too high. 

Navy Work Held Up. 

Secretary Bonaparte has ordered the 
dismissal of about 1,000 men at navy 
yards and stations because the item of 
$1,000,000 to cover the cost of repairs 
on ships had not been included in .the 
deficiency bill now before congress, 
Midshipman Decatur Dismissed. 

Secretary Bonaparte has affirmed the 
findings of the court martial in the 
case against Midshipman Decatur and 
ordered his dismissal. Decatur is a 
great-grandson of Commodore Decatur. 
At the same time the secretary pro- 
posed a new law making the penalty 
for hazing discretionary. 


Crop of the Keep Probers. 

The inquiry into the operations of the | 
reporting section of the department of 
agriculture by the Keep commission, 
under the president’s order, finds that | 
the bureau of statistics has habitually 
underestimated acreage and crops oth- 
er than cotton and that its figures have - 
been generally inaccurate. 


LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


Plea of the Packers Ridiculed. 

District Attorney Morrison in open- 
ing the case of the government against 
the beef packers at Chicago, said: that 
their claim for immunity was an after- 
thought and “only a part of their clap | 
trap defense presented by men of in- 
fluence in the.effort to unfit the jury 
for fair deliberation. in this case,” He 
said these men were trust lawyérs and 
that the packers were not entitled to

| immunity because their statements had | 


not been under oath. In closing for the 
defense Attorney Hines had quoted 


| from a letter. written by President | 


Roosevelt to Attorney General Moody in 
the Santa Ife case, but what the de 
fense regards as an admission that the 
department*of commerce and labor and 
the department. of justice had worked 
together to indict the packers... The de- 
fense argued that the securing of. evi- 
dence from the packers against them- 
selves. constituted a promise of im- 


ley of Missouri announced that suf- 
ficient evidence had been produced to 
warrant the bringing of criminal pro- 
ceedings against the Standard Oil com- 
pany under the laws of New York. 
This was based largely on the state- 
ments of Louis H. Turrell, an account- 
ant of Detroit, who was for fourteen 
years an employee. of the Standard. 
His testimony was forwarded to Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome. Turrell says he 
was induced by the trust officers to 
commit forgery in the signing of im- 
portant incorporation papers. 

Burton Draws His Mileage. 

Senator Burton of Kansas, who had 
remained away from the senate from 
the time of his indictment nearly two 
years ago, complied with the technical 
requirement, in order to secure the 
$1,000 due senators for mileage, by 
stepping into the chamber for a mo- 
ment from the cloak room, thus enab- 
ling the journal clerk to certify that 
the Kansas senator had been present. 
The amount for mileage is $1,000, 
which Mr. Burton afterward: drew. 
Newspaper Criticism of Courts. 

The supreme court of Tennessee has 
reversed the decision of a lower court 
giving $5,000 damages against the 
Nashville American for its account of 
a court proceeding. The court holds 
that a newspaper may publish trial 
proceedings, but that the reports must 

ot be mingled with comment, the 
place for comments being the editorial 
column, 


The Town Topics Exposure. 

The trial of Norman Hapgood, editor 
of Collier’s Weekly, at New York on the 
libel charge brought by Justice Deuel 
of the special sessions court has re- 
sulted in laying bare the amazing meth- 
ods by which Editor Mann of Town 
Topics and his coterie. for years past 
have played successfully upon the vani- 
ties and fears of wealthy men whose 
families belong to the so called “smart 
set,” using society gossip in the columns 
of his paper as a holdup weapon. All 
this was brought 
out by counsel 
for the defend- 
ant through ad- 
missions of Col- 
onel Mann and 
Justice Devel on 
cross examina- 
tion, and later 
through the tes- | 
timony of per- 
sons who had 
» been approached 
Sand also of 
Mann’s former 
employees, Woo- 
ster and Wayne. 
District Attorney Jerome, who con- 
ducted the prosecution In person, vir- 
tually admitted the existence of the 
blackmailing schemes. O. H. P. Bel- 
mont told how Mann had tried to get 
a loan on Town Topics stock, after 
which unfavorable paragraphs began 
to appear. Colonel Mann himself then 
told how when “he needed money and 
was poor,” several years ago, he had 
borrowed large sums of money, aggre- 
gating nearly $200,000, from rich men 
like Whitney, Vanderbilt, Keene, Mor- 
gan and others who were liable to crit- 
icism in his paper, but without any 
actual security whatsoever. It was 
brougtit out that Min had kept an im- 
mune. list- of..prominent~ people who 
were not to be criticised, and on this 
were most of those who ‘loaned him 
money or who had subscribed’ $1,500 
or more for “Fads and Fancies.” El- 
bridge T. Gerry produced letters he had 
received from Justice Devel urging a 
subscription to the book. Bernard Bak- 
er of Baltimore told how Mann had of- 
fered to stop unpleasant paragraphs if 
Baker’s steamship company would ad- 
vertise. In summing up for the de- 
fense Lawyer Shepard said Deuel was 
a corrupt judge, Mann a blackmailer 
and Town Topics a huge conspiracy to 
exact tribute from the rich. The dis- 
trict-attorney openly expressed his sym- 
pathy with the defendant. 

A verdict of acquittal was rendered 
after the jury had been out seven min- 
utes, The grand jury is to deal with 
Mann and Deuel next.

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Taxing Forest Lands. 


The report of the State forester 
touches in a very interesting and timely 
way the subject of taxing the growing 
forests, ; 

The forester says : — 

“There is a great deal of dissatisfac- 
tion with the present method of assess- 
ing taxes on forest lands. The dissatis- 
faction is shown by the laws that the 
different States are enacting along these 
lines. Pennsylvania has a rebate sys- 
tem; if a private owner will fulfill 
certain conditions, he receives a portion 
of his taxes back after they have been 
paid. Connecticut, Massachusetts and 
other States also have special laws in 
regard to the taxation of certain classes 
of woodlands. For the, most part these 
laws are not operative because they were 
not carefully thought out. They serve 
to, show the feeling of discontent with 
the present system, but they do not 
furnish a satisfactory solution of the 
problem. 

“The system, now generally in vogue, 
of assessing forest lands for the purposes 
of taxation, provides for the taxation 
not only of the land but of the growing 
crop as well. A farmer’s wheat crop is 
not taxed while it is growing. An or- 
chard or a vineyard yields returns in a 
very few years, but the wood lot is often- 
times taxed for years before any returns 
come in. Suppose, for example, a piece 
of land is planted to white pine, which 
is to be cut fifty years from now. As 
soon as that pine has reached a size at 
which it adds aby value to the land, the 
property is assessed accordingly until it 
is cut, when it is again put back to the 
value of the land without the. crop. In 
other words, the present system pro- 
vides for the taxation of a raw material 
not only once, but many times. When 
this raw material is so universally used 
in our manufactures, such heavy taxa- 
tion is of doubtful expediency, granting 
it to be fair, which it is not. It hinders 
the increase of wealth by taxing it at its 
source.”

Hon. John N. Cole was called upon by 
President Wood and expressed the deep 
appreciation which the community feels 
for the efforts made by Mr. Wood and 
his associates to develop the business of 
Lawrence, and congratulated the men 
upon their leader and the host upon his 
loyal lieutenants.

President Dana Present. 


About forty members and invited 
guests gathered in the spacious rooms of 
the Andover club on Friday evening of 
last week to listen to an interesting and 
instructive talk on “The Railroads and 
Massachusetts Laws governing them.” 
The lecture was. given by Hon. William 
F. Dana, President of the Massachusetts 
senate, who is probably the best 
authority on railroad legislation in the 
state. : 

The speaker was introduced by Hon. 
John N. Cole who spoke of President 
Dana ina very complimentary manner 
and stated among other things that he 
was the author of more legislation than 
any other man in the state. 

President Dana, in opening his address 
said that he had always regretted the 
lack of interest in legislative work by 
the citizens of the commonwealth, but 
believed that interest was increasing as 
the newspapers were reporting the pro- 
ceedings ina better manner. He said 
that he had a firm conviction that within 
50 years the subjects that the states 
have to deal with will be of equal im- 
portance with national subjects. They 
will not be as large but will deal more 
directly with the social lives of the 
people. 

President Dana then paid a flattering 
tribute to John Adams, who he claimed, 
rendered great service to the country. 
To John Adams belongs the credit of 
having founded the governments of 
nearly all the states after the Revo- 
lution.. = . 

In speaking of railroads and street 
railway laws, President Dana said that 
this was probably the greatest subject 


‘which the two bodies had to deal with 


during’the last few years. He said that 
it had been rather difficult to settle the 
question satisfactorily but a special com- 
mittee had been sitting during the legis- 
lative recess for the purpose of drafting 
a bill which will be presented this term 
and he hoped it would prove satisfactory. 
He believes that the direct power con- 
cerning railroads should come from the 
railroad commissioners. 

Following the lecture the members 
and guests were presented to President 
Dana and afterward many enjoyed cards 
or pool.

“Coming to him in that way as a re-

Twelve months ago I was strongiy | 
inclined to the same step, and went so | 
| 


far at that time as to suggest to our 
lamented leader in parish affairs, Mr. 
Joseph Walworth, that he state my In- 
tention at the annual parish meeting. 
He disapproved my purpose and did 
not mention the matter. but on the 
contrary, he counselled me to dismiss 
the idea as being oppos:d to the best 
interests of both church and minister. | 

What bereavements came to us all 
shortly after this need no mention. 
They are fresh in all hearts, 

After the summer vacation, it became 
very clear to me that the first step to 
be taken was to secure such an arouse- 
ment to the business and financial wel- 
fare of our church as ‘had been. made 
necessary by the long list of deaths 
out of our membership. With the 
home-going of Mr. Hood and M*, 
Watiworth within a period of less thar 
five months, Trinity church may be 
said to have reached the end of an era 
in its history. 

Such men ure rare, and it takes 
many to fill their places, And so, early 
in the fall, I made the appeal to the 
many young men in our church, and 
we have been cheered by the hearti- 
ness and enthusiasm in which they 
responded to.the pastor's initiative.

A 10 to 15 per cent. increase in the 
wages of conductors, trainmen and 
yardmen of the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road Company, to take effect immedi- 
ately, is the result of the negotiations 
which have been in progress for some 
time between the employes and the 
management of the road. The agree- 
ment was reached yesterday without a 
hitch in the negotiations, and it is an- 
nounced that the conference ended in

The number of men affected by the 
increase is estimated for the system to 
be not far from 20,000 which will mean 
an increase in the pay roll. of the coin- 
pany of more than $5000 a day ,or ihe 
raise of $1,825,000 a year.

The resignation of the Rev. Freder- 
ick H. Page as pastor of Trinity 
church was tendered Sunday, to take 
effect July 1, 0» sooner, if the Rev, 
Mr. Page decided to accept another 
pastorate. 2 : 

The letter of resignation was read 
by the Rev. H. G, Hale of the Ley- 
den Congregativnal church of Brook- 
line. with whom the Rev. Mr. Page 
exchanged pulpits Sunday, 

The announcement came as a-sur 
prise to the parishioners and caused 
genuine regret 

The Rev, Mr. Page resigns witn 
nothing definite in view for the future, 
believing ‘that it will be tor the best 
interests of the church as well as for 
himself that ne should terminate his 
pastorate after (en years of service. 

#® reporter on the Boston Commercial 
Bulletin... Later he was. financial. re-. 
porter and afterwards managing edi- 
tor of the Bulletin. After about eight 
years of service there, Mr. Page suc-- 
cceded the Hon. Samuel W. McCall in 
January 1889, as the leading editorial 
writer of the Boston Daily Advertiser. 

During his last year upon the Bul- 
letin, Mr. Page had thought of giv- 
ing up newspaper work to enter the 
ministry. but when the Advertiser 
cpening came, all thought of changing 
vocation was. believed to have left him. 
it was hardly two years, however, be- 
fore the feeling of duty and the call 
11 the ministry overcame him again 
and sévering his connection with the 
Advertiser, Mr, Page entered the An- 
dover Theological schoo] in September 
o1 1890, For three years, he studied 
under the Congregational professors of 
the seminary on the hill, and in 1893 
was graduated, He at once became the 
assistant pastor of the Union Congr2- 
gational church of Boston. 

The Rev. Mr. Page stayed at ths 
Union church for two years, doing ex- 
cellent work, when he received a uuan- 
imous cali to become the pastor of 
Trinity church, this-city, to succeed the 
late Rev.. William A, Keese. “he 
church had been without a permanent 
pastor during ihe long illness of the 
late minister, and for some time ar- 
ter hig death. After the new pastor 
came it was but a brief time before 
he endeared himself to the people of 
the church. They were not slow to 
express their appreciation of his ef- 
forts in the upbuilding of the church 
and in everything which might in any 
way tend to the uplifting of man- 
kind. ‘Trinity church is one of the 
best known jin the Merrimack Valley, 
and has over 406 members. Its pulpit 
has been occupied by some of the 
leading lights of Congregationalism. 
Among its pastors have been the Revs 
William E, Park, John Henry Bar- 
rows, now of Oberlin college, and T. 
T. Munger, 

Mr. Page has been a strong factor fu 
the religious and social life of th? 
city, where he has always been cour- 
ageous and conscientious in the advo- 
cacy of a better municipal spirit and 
a higher standard of official conduct. 
As a pastor h: has been zealous and 
active in promoting the spiritual we?- 
fare of the parish, and his voluntary 
retirement from the service’ brings 
sincere regret, not only to his parish- 
joners, but to citizens generally, who 
have admired h's courage and sincerity. 

In 1897, the Rev. Mr. Page was 
honored by Dartmouth college with the 
degree of M. A., and after the death 
of Professor Churchill of the Andover 
Theological school, he completed the 
course-of.Jectures. upon Pastoral Theo- 
logy which was begun by the deceased 
professor.

ANNUAL REPORT OF STATE IN- 
SPECTOR CHENEY. 


In his ‘annual report State Building 
Inspector Ansel J, Cheney devotes 
considerable attention to the impor- 
tance of fire stops in buildings, to- 
gether with the importance of prevent- 
ing smoke from filling a burning bui.d- 
ing as much as: possible. He finds 
that the smoke in such a building has 
caused more fright than the fire itself 
in almost everv case where people have 
with difficultv been 1escued, 

Regarding the method of fire pro- 
tection, for which Lawrence people 
must rely upon thé state officials, in 
the absence of lecal building laws, In- 
spector Cheney says: 

“The law fequiring building plans to 
be approved by, the’inspector, also. re- 
quares the buiiding’to, be properly fire- 
stopped and provided with... proper 


ae. 


ways of egress or other means of es" " 
-cape from fire.,as this law is made for 


the protection and safety of the people 
the. buildings. I 
consider it my duty to devise seme 
plan that will give to the. occupants 
the best protection. possible: and keep 
within a reasonable constructton” of 
the meaning of the law. 

“Section 23, chapter 104, Revised 
Laws provides that the inspector may 
require proper fire-stops in the floors, 
partitions; and may make 
such further requirements as may be 
necessary and = proper to preyent the 
spread of fire therein or its communt- 
cation from any steam boiler or heat- 
ing apparAtus, .and under this author- 
ity I havé been very particular that 
all buildings coming wnder my) con- 
trol are so fire-stopped that the spread 
of fire may be greatly retarded; «and 
the danger of its communication from 
any heating apparatus, if not impossi- 
ble, very improbable, if the party in 
charge of the plant uses reasonable 
common sense in handling his fires. 

“T find’ that in most cases where 
fires have occurred ,and people have 
been caught and with difficulty have 
been rescued. the sthoke and quantity 
of {t has caused them more fright and 
discomfort than the close proximity of 
the fire; and for several years past I 
have directed my attention to means 
for stopping the smoke from going 
through a buitding, and, b ythe use of 
sheet iron and heavy paper, 80 to cov- 
er the cracks in the floors that it is 
practically impossible for smoke to 
get into a room except by doors ana 
windows. until the fire has made such 
headway that the rescue of anyone 
alive would be beyond all reasonab'e 
expectation. 

. “By this means 


who may occupy’ 


of smoke. stopping 
and fire-stopping, a gentlemen who 
had formerlv acted as an insurance 
inspector informed me that he consid- 
ered that I had lessened the chances 
of the building burning down 80 per 
cent. If his judgment was correct, it 
must have given great additional pro- 
tection to the occupants. 

“Chapter 450, Ats of 1904, an act re- 
lating to the inspection of theatres 
and public halls which went into effect 
in September. provides for the Inspec- 
tion of theatres and public halls once 
every month and as much oftener 4% 
practicable. The theatres in this dis- 
trict. are so located that considerable 
time and travel is necessary to reach 
the various vlacés in which they are 
located; and. while there may not be 
many in-number, they use up con- 
siderable time each month.”
